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Montoomery, Ala., May 29.—[Staff Corre- 
spondence. ]—The contending forces after dark 
tonight locked horns in earnest.

A DELEGATION DIVIDED. 

In the case of Lee county an individual report 
gubmitted by Mr. White, of Colbert, as a sub- 
stitute for the minority report, dividing the 
Lee delegations, was accepted by the Kolb peo- 
ple, and the call of the counties was ordered 
amid death-like silence, it being regarded as 
the first test vote. The substitute was adopt- 
ed by a vote of 276 against 236, which was 
greeted with cheers by Kolb’s friends. These 
cheers were quickly checked, however, when 
Mr. Russell gained the floor and moved to 
seat the delegates named in the majority re- 
port. Thecall of the roll resulted: For the 
anti-Kol!lb delegation, 258; for the Kolb dele- 
gation, 254. By this narrow margin were the 
Kolb forces held back and deprived of half the 
votes of Chilton and all the votes of Lee and 
Shelby. 

THREE BALLOTS TAKEN. 

The membership of the convention having 
thus been settled, the work of permanent or- 
ganization was perfected by the election of 
the temporary as the permanent officers of the 
body, and the adoption of the majerity rule. 
This brought the convention face to face with 
its main business—the ballot.

LICHMOND, Va., May 29.—The scene hore 
today in connection with the ceremonies inci- 
dent to the unveiling of the Lee equestrian 
statue, was unprecedented in the annals of 
this historic city.

ington, Va., he proved himself even grander 


in peace than in war, and in five short years, 
as president of Washington college, showed to 
those about him what, had he been spared a 
few years longer, the whole world would have 
recognized. that hé was not only the greatest 
soldier, but the greatest college president 
whom the country ever produced. 

It was my good fortune te go to Lexington 
in October 1865, just as General Lee assumed 
the presidency of Washington college, to have 
been ene of his chaplains during the whole 

eriod of his administration—to have seen 

im almost every day in the discharge 
of his ofierous duties—to have § heard 
members of the board of trustees, members of 
the faculty, students and citizens speak freely 
of his administration of the affairs of the col- 
lege—to have studied constantly, and thor- 
oughly, Lée, the college president—and I do 
not hesitate to say, after twenty years of calm 
reflection, that R. KE. Lee was, by large odds, 
the greatest college president whom I ever 
knew, or of whom.I ever read. 

HIS COMING TO THE COLLEGE, 

After the surrendér at Appomattox, General 
Lee remained for a short time in Richmond 
and then sought a quiet home in Cumberland 
county, Va. Offers of pecuniary assistance 
poured in upon him. An English nobleman 
offered him a country seat in England 
and a handsome annuity if he would 
seok an asylum in the lJIand i of 
his fathers, but he gratefully declined the gen- 
erous offer, saying; ‘‘I must sharethe fortunes 
of niy peopte.’’_, ragred confederates from 
south-west Virginia who, on their return from 
prison, called tosee him and offered him a 
rich farm.in their beautiful region, and ‘‘to 
get together enough of the boys to work it” for 
him, but voiced the wniversal sentiment of bis 
oid soldiers,for there was not a man among them 
whe would not have counted it an honor te 
have shared with ‘‘Marse Rebert” his last 
crust.

The joy in Lexington and among the friends 
of the college, at the acceptance of General 
Lee of the presidency, was only equaled by- 
the surprise of the country and the chagrin of 
other ——— that they did not make an effort 
to secure his services.

That these efforts were utterly 
futile. and that the good order, and 
gentlemanly conduct of the students of Wash- 
ington college were phenomenal, resulted, 
in largest measure, from the wise discipline 
and magic influence of President Lee, — 

W hen he first came to the college It was 
eupposed that he would naturally  <de- 
sire to introduce military discipline, 
to which his own education § and 
life-long service bad accustomed him. 

But he very soon let it be understood that he 
would govern the college on an altogether dif- 
ferent system—that he would not subject}the 
students to either rigid military discipline, or 
to that system of espionage which obtains In 
go many of the colleges, but that he would 
simply treat them as he would gentlemen, and 
expect them to behave as such until they 
proved theinselves unworthy. 

Occasionally, when there seemed some spe- 
rial demand, he would issue an appeal to the 
body which the beys called ‘*Marse Robert's 
General Orders,’’ and which never failed to 
have the desired effect. 

But asarule he governed the students by 
personal acquaintance, personal intercourse 
and personal contact and influence with them. 

He knew every student by name, where he 
bearded. what were his associations, what his 
character and what his standing in his classes. 
If one was delinquent he invited him to his 
oftice and gave him such a kind, fatherly, or if 
need be, plain talk as rarely failed to have the 
happiest effect. 

On one occasion a student known as 
“one of the hardest cases in college,’’ was 
invited to call on the president, and went 
with an air of bravado, and many sssurances 
to his companions that he would not “play 
baby. even for General Lee.”’ 

After a time he came out with.evident traces 
of recent weeping on his face, and to the eager 
inquiries of comrades, ‘Did ‘Marse Robert’ 
scold vou verv severely ?”” he quietly replied: 

“No! Twish he had. But he talked to me 
go kindly about ‘Mother,’ and how I ought to 
be her pride, that I just had to blubber right 
out and promised him that I would do better 
hereafter. And I tell you, boys, I mean to do 
it.’ And he did, and became henceforth one 
of the best students in the college. 

I remember calling one day at the presi- 
dent's oftice with a friend who asked after a 
certain student from his town. The president 
promptly replied: “He is a good fellow, has 
no bad habits, and is generally popular with 
both professors and students. But he is en- 
tirely too careful of the health of his father’s 
son, and is determined not to injure it by 
hard study. He got last month only 47 on his 
Latin, 40 on his Greek, 35 on his mathematics, 
and 50 on his English, which are very low 
marks, as our maximum is 100.”’ Astonished 
that General Lee should have remembered the 
exact class-standing of this student—one out of 
400-—I afterwards asked one of the professorsif it 
was possible that he could keep in his memory 
the marks of all of the students, and he re- 
plied: 

“‘Well, I reckon he hardly does exactly that. 
It is probable that he had sent for that young 
man and had looked up his record to meet 
him withit. But he always knows the rela- 
tive standing of every student, and I have 
never known him to fail on this at any faculty 
meeting.”” He gave me some interesting illus- 
trations of this, which I have not space for 
now. 

Always kind and gentle, he was yet firm in 
his discipline, and I have really never known 
college discipline to approach the perfection 
which it attained at Washington college under 
President R. E. Lee. 

HIS RELIGIOUS INFLUENCE IN THE COLLEGE. 

This paper has already exceeded its proposed 
limits, but I cannot close without referring to 
his religious influence in the college, and his 
active efforts to promote the spiritual welfare 
of the students. 

With the first money he raised he 
built a new chapel—he organized a 
Y.M. C. A. among the students, and con- 
tributed $50 per annum out of his own scant 
resources—he called in the pastors of the town 
and urged them to do everything in their pow- 
er for the spiritual good of the students—he 

ave toeach pastor lists of the students who 
Solenaed themselves or whose parents belonged 
to his denomination and urged him 
to get them iin his Bible class. 
and induce them to attend his church—he was 
himself aconstant attendant on all of the 
chapel exercises, and his whole example and 
influence could always be counted on the side 
of evangelical religion. 

He said to the venerable Dr. White, one 
day: ‘I shall be disappointed, sir, I shall fail 
of the main object which brought me 
here if I am not instrumental in bringing all 
of these young men to Christ.” 

He said to me upon another occasion: ‘The 
reat thing we need is a revival—a God-given, 
yod-sent revival—which shall bring ali of our 

students to Christ.’’ 

And to this end he constantly labored and 
prayed, and with the happiest results, 

CONCLUSION. 

Omitting many other things which I should 

like to say, I cannot better close this paper 


- than by giving the following letter to his old 


comrade, General R. 8. Ewell, which I found 
in his letter-book after his death: 

WASHINGTON COLLEGE, Lexington, Va., March 
3, 1868.—My Dear General: I have just seen a 
letter from General Lilly, stating that you had 

iven five hundred dollars to the endowment of 

ashington college, with the condition that it be 
plied to increasing my salary. This generous 
donation on your part was not necessary to con 
vince me of the lively interest you retain for the 
institutions of your native state, or of your friend 
ly consideration for myself. I fully appreciate 
the kind motives which prompted you to thus ap- 
priate it. But, when I tell you that I already 
receive a larger amount from the college than my 
services are worth, you will see the propriety of 
my not consenting that it should be increased. | 

The great want of the college is more extensive 
buildings, suitable libraries, cabinets, philosophi- 
cal and chemical apparatus, etc. A liberal endow- 
ment will enable it to enlarge the means of its 
neefulness, to afford the facilities of education to 
worthy young men who might not otherwise ob- 
tain one, and as we must look to the rising gener- 
ation for the restoration of the country, it can do 
more good in this way than any other. 

I hope, now that your cares and toils are over, 
that your health, under the pleasing influences of 
your present life, has been greatly improved. For 
my own part, I much enjoy the charms of civil 
life, and find too late that I haye wasted the best 
years of my existence. 

I beg that you will remember me most kindly to 
Mrs. Ewell, Mrs. Turner and Major Brown, and

The McClanny Measure No Substi- 
tute for It. 


THE FARMERS DETERMINED 


That Their Bill, or One Like It, 
Will Become Law. 


Wasninctoy, May 29.—[Special.]—C. W 
Macune, chairman of the Farmers’ Alliance 
legislative committee, upon being asked this 
evening about the status of the sub-treasury 
bili and if the alliance would adopt the Mc- 
Clammy bill as a substitute, wrote out the fol- 
lowing in reply: 

C. W. Macune, chairman legislative com- 
mittee of the National Farmers’ alliance, says: 

‘*‘The sub-treasury bill is really more popu- 
larevery day. Itis being discussed and ap- 
proved by the great conservative element of 
the country; not farmers alone, but lawyers, 
doctors, merchants, and even bankers are 
often in fayor of it. It isthe only measure 
that has ever been offered that encourages 
the growth of the county, town and rural city, 
and will stimulate home enterprise and in- 
duce manufacturing in the country. 
Hence the real support of the measure is in- 
creasing every day, and it makes no difference 
what the present congress may do with the 
bills before it, the principle seeking recogni- 
tion in the sub-treasury billis based on ulti- 
mate truth, meets the approbation of nearly 
ail who take the trouble to understand it, and 
must in time prevail. The principle contended 
for in this measure can never change, and its 
advocates will never yield to any [substitute 
forit. The details are immaterial, but those 
who admit the principle and object on account 
of detail—as some of the members of congress 
do—place themselves in an awkward position, 
because we have challenged those who object to 
this detail for carrying out the principles, 
to offer a better system, and it would 
get our support.” 

THE PARTY BOSSES AT WORK. 

“The facts are they love Wall street better 
than they do the farmers, for the simple rea- 
son that Wall street donates the boodle money 
for controlling the elections where votes are 
purchasable and the party bosses neither fear 
nor respect the farmers because they have al- 
ways of late years been able to keep them 
about equally divided by sectional prejudice. 
It remains, however, to be seen how long that 
will continue. Should the present congress 
see fit to respond to the pressure being brought 
to bear on them by the corrupt party 
bosses, whose dictum is to ‘gtracise every mem- 
ber from the party who will not join in to give 
a unanimous vote against the bill from both 
parties, which now seems probable, it will not 
hurt the true interests of the measure any, 
because people know the measure has some 
friends there as many members have so said 
and endorsed the principle. We will, under 
such circumstances, know that the bosses 
whipped them into line to protect others who 
were compelled to vote against it. 

“Should this happen another bill, involving 
the same principle, will follow as soon as pos- 
sible. The principle that seeks to stop the 
present discrimination against the farmer 
must be recognized or present tendencies will 
carry us on to destruction.” 

IT IS NO SUBSTITUTE. 

“Mr. McClammy’s bill is in no sense of the 
word an alliance measure, and is not nor will 
it ever bea substitute for the sub-treasury bill. 
He had no right or authority to say that it was 
endorsed by every alliance intheland. It 
fills an entirely different field, and if it should 
become a law, there would still be just as great 
a necessity forthe sub-treasury bill as now. 
It seeks simply to increase the volume of 
money by lending money on land. The alli- 
ance has not discussed or acted upon that 
question. We have announced ina general 
way, in favor of an increase in the volume of 
money, and have discussed and adopted the sub- 
treasury plan. The reason for this is that the

The Senate Passes a Bill Making Importa- 
tions of Liquor Subject to State Laws. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—In the senate, on 
motion of Mr. Spooner, it was ordered that, 
tomorrow being decoration day, adjournment 
today shall be till Monday next, an amend- 
inent tomake it Saturday, offered by Mr. 
Sherman, being voted down—yeas 18, nays 32. 

Mr. Teller introduced the following joint res- 
olution, which was laid on the table and ordered 
printed; thatit isthe determined policy of 
the United States government touse both gold 
and silver as full legal tender money, under 
the ratio now existing in the United States, or 
which may hereafter be established by the 
United States alone, or acting in accord with 
other nations.

be exempt from the operation of laws, or regula- 
lation, control, police or taxing powerof such 
state or territory, affecting or applicable to all 
other like property, by reason of such liquors 
being in the original pac of importation or 
transportation, as subjects of interstate or foreign 
commerce, 

Mr. Gray’s amendment was agreed to—yeas, 
26; nays, 20 

Mr. Vest moved to amend the substitute just 
adopted by making it apply to fresh beef, veal, 
mutton, lamb and pork, and argued that if the 
bill was to become a law it should not be con- 
fined to intoxicating liquors. 

Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, offered a substitute for 
Mr. Gray’3 amgndment providing that liquors 
transported into any state or territory for use, 
pre or sale, or storage, shall on their 
arrival be subject to the operation and effect 
of the laws of such state or territory enacted 
in exercise of its police powers, and shall not 
be exempt therefrom by reason of their being 
introduced in original packages. 

Mr. Wilson’s substitute for Mr. Gray’s 
amendment was adopted—yeas 23, nays 20. 

THE BILL PASSES. 

The bill was then passed—yeas 34, nays 10. 
It reads: 

That all fermented, distilled or other intoxicat- 
ing liquors or liquids transported into any state or 
territory for use, eonbumption,taie or storage shall, 
on arrival in such state or territory (or remainin 
therein), be subject to the operation and effect of 
the laws of such state or territory, enacted in 
exercise of police powers, to the same ex* 
tent, and in the same manner as though such 
liquors or liquids had been produced in such state 
or territory, and shall not be exempt therefrom by 
reason of being introduced therein in original 
packages, or otherwise. 

The river and harbor appropriation bill was 
received from the house and referred to the 
committee on commerce.

The campaign of 1863, with the battles of Chan- 
cellorsville, which, in the orator’s opinion, will 
rank with Blenheim, Austerlitz and Jena as a 
model battle—and Fredericksburg, freemen | in 
forcing the union army behind the —— an- 
nock—is next reviewed. Gettysburg and Grant’s 
campaign in 1864, in which he steadily beat back 
Lee, who crossed his path and confronted him at 
every turn, bring the orator up to the evacuation 
of Richmond when nothing remained to the Army 
ot Northern Virginia but its stainless honor, its 
unbroken courage! 

In those last solemn scenes, jcontinued Colonel 
Anderson,§when strong men, losing all self-con- 
trol, broke down and sobbed like children, Lee 
stood forth as great as inthe days of victory and 
triumph. No disasterjerushed his spirit; no ex- 
tremity of danger rufiied his bearing. He looked 
the stubborn facts calmly in the face, and when 
no military resources remained, when he recog- 
nized the impossibility of making another march 
or fighting another bettle, he bowed his head in 
sumission to that power, which makes and un- 
makes nations. 

‘The fsurrender of the fragments of the Army of 
Northern Virginia closed the imperishable record 
of his military life. What a catastrdphe! What 
a moving and pathetic contrast. 

On the one side, complete and dazzling tri- 
umph after a long succession of humiliating dis- 
asters; on the other, absolute ruin and defeat—a 
crown of thorns for that peerless army, which 
hitherto had known only thejvictor’s laurels. But 
the magnanimity of the conquerer, not less than 
the fortitude of the vanquished, shone out on the 
soleinn scene and softened its tragic outlines of 
fate and doom. The moderation and good sense 
of the northern people, breathing the large and 
generous air of our western world, quickly re- 
sponded to Grant’s example, and though the 
north was afterwards betrayed into fanatical and 
baleful excess on more than one great subject, all 
the flercer passions of a bloody civil war were 
rapidiy extinguished, 

There was to be no Poland, no Ireland, in Amer- 
ica. When the Hollywood pyramid was rising 
over the confederate dead soon after the close of 
the contest, some one suggested for the inscrip- 
tion a classic verse, which may be rendered: 

“They died for their country; their country 
perished with them.” 

Thus wouldghave spoken the voice of despair. 

Far different were the thoughts of Lee. He had 
drawn his sword in obedience only to the dictates 
of duty and honor, and, looking back in that mo- 
ment of utter defeat, he might have exclaimed 
with Demosthenes: 

“I say that if the event had been manifest to the 
whole world beforehand, not even then ought 
Athens to have forsaken this course, if Athens 
had any regard for her glory, or for her past, or 
for the ages to come.”’ 

But, facing the duty of the hour, Lee saw now 
that the question submitted to the great arbitra- 
ment of war had been finally answered. He re- 
cognized that the unity of the American people 
had been irrevocably established. He felt that it 
would be impiety and crime to dishonor by the 
petty strife of faction that pure and unselfish 
struggle for constitutional rights, which, while a 
single rope remained, had been loyally ‘ought out 
by great armies, led by heroic captai and sus- 
tained by the patriotic sacrifices of «. noble and 
resoiute people. 

He, therefore, promptly counseled his old 
soldiers to look upon the great country thus re- 
united by blood and iron as their own, and to live 
andljabor for its honovy and welfare. His own 
conduct was in accord with these teachings. 

Day by. day his example illustrated what his 
manly words declared, that “human virtue should 
be equal to human calamity.” 

After brief reference to the remainder of Lee’s 
life, passed in the discharge of his duties as pres- 
ident of Washington College, the orator ende 


his address as follows: . 

As the people saw him fulfilling these modest, 
but noble, functions, as they saw him with an- 
tique simplicity, putting aside every temptation 
to use his great fame for vulgar gain; as they saw 
him, in self-respecting contentment with the fru- 


‘gal earnings of his personal labor, refusing every 


offer of pecuniary assistance; as they realized his 
unseltish devotion of all that remained of strength 
and life to the nurture of the southern youth 
in knowledge and morals, a new conviction of his 
wisdom and virtue gathered force and volume, 
and spread abroad unto all lands. 

The failure of the righteous cause for which he 
fought denied him that eminence of civil station 
in which his great qualities in their happy mix- 
ture might well have afforded a parallel to the 
strength and the moderation of Washington. But 
what failure could obscure that moral perfection 
which places him as easily by the side of the best 
men that have ever lived as his heroic actions 
make him the peer of the greatest? 

There are men whose influence on mankind 
neither worldly success nor worldly failure can 
affect. 

The greatest gift the hero leaves his race is to 
have been a hero. This moral perfection, breath- 
ing the very spirit of his Christian faith, is no 
illusive lewend of a succeeding peneration, exag- 
gerating the worth of the past. 

Qur belief in it rests upon the unanimous tes- 
timony of the men who lived and acted with him, 
among whom nothing is more common than the 
declaration that Lee was the purest and best man 
of action whose career history has recorded. In 
his whole life, laid bare to the gaze of the world, 
the least friendly criticism has never discovered 
one single deviation from the narrow path of rec- 
titude and henor. What was strainedeulogy when 
Montesquie’ said of another great solgier, 
Turenne, that ‘His life wasahymn in praise of 
humanity,” is, if applied to ee, the 
language of sober truth. No man can 
consider his life without a feeling of renewed hope 
and trust in mankind. 

There is about his exhibitions of moral excel- 
lance the same quality of power in reserve that 
marks him asa soldier. He never failed to come 
up to the full requirements of any situation, and 
his conduct communicated the impression that 
nothing could arise to which he would be found 
uneital. His every action went straight to the 
mark without affectation or display. 

ic cost him no visible effort to be good or great. 
He was net conscious that ‘he was exceptional 
in either way, and he died in the belief that, as he 
had been sometimes unjustly blamed, so he had as 
often been too highly praised. Such is the holy 
simplicity of the noblest minds. Such was the 
pure and jofty man in whom we see the perfect 
union of Christian virtue and old Roman man- 
hood, 

His goodness makes us love his greatness. 
And the fascination, which this matchless com- 
bination exerts, is itself asymptom and a source 
inusof moral health. As long as our people 
truly love and venerate him, there will remain in 
thema principle of good.

His hat is crushed in his right hand, while 
he holds the reins in his left. The feet are well 
tipped in the stirrups,the right foot beiug slightly 
in advance of the left. 

The engineer selected to execute the work of 
the association, which has been accomplished to 
their entire satisfaction, was Mr.C. P. E. Burg- 
win, a comparatively young man, who was chosen 
because he had completed, at small cost, some 


works of considerable magnitude. He is 
also an author. At fourteen years of 
age he constructed a model of

General Robert E. Lee died October 12, 1870.

was held pursuant to call, was presided over 
by the late Hon. Jefferson Davis, who with oth- 
er distinguished southerners made addresses, and 
the Lee Monument assoq@gtion was organized, 
with General Early as présftient. A Ladies’ Aux- 
iliary association was also formed, and the 
proceeded to collect funds for the purpose of 
erecting a monument. Money flowed in quite 
freely tor a time, but finally interést in the cause 
seemed to flag, and it was not revived again until 
General Fitzhugh Lee was elected governor, some 
four years ago. The various organizations col- 
lecting funds were then consolidated under one 
name, and he became, as governor, the president 
of the Lee Monument association ex-officio. It is 
largely due to the efforts of Governor Lee that the 
monument has been built 80 soon. 

When the statue was unveiled the crowd in 
the vicinity was estimated at 140,000. Those 
who participated in the precession numbered 
20,000. There were 70,000 strangers in the city 
during the day. 

FIREWORKS AT NIGHT. 

A brilliant display of fire-works took place 
tonight, the most striking features being a rep- 
resentation of the equestrian statue of Lee, 
and pictures of Jefferson Davis and Stonewall 
Jackson. The New Orleans artillery received 
great praise for their manly bearing during to- 
day’s parade.

Governor McKinney held a public reception 
tonight which was attended by many of the 
distinguished men who came here to takepart 
in today's ceremonies. A pleasing feature of 
the visit of New York Camp of Confederate 
Veterans was the presentation, by Miss Fanny 
Dickinson, daughter of Colonel Dickinson, of 
this city, of a handsome silk banner, which was 
received in behalf of the veterans by Captain 
Hugh Gordon. 


IT LCOKED LIKE SUICIDE. 


The Body of Young Beauregard Tye Found 
Dead in Denver. 

A telegram from Denver, Col., announces 
the mysterious death of an Atlantian. 

Papers on his person showed that his name 
was ‘“‘G. Beauregard Tye,’’ and that his home 
was formerly in Atlanta. 

Inquiry among those who know the family 
in Atlanta indicates that he is a younger 
brother of Mr. John L. Tye, an attorney of 
this city. Captain Russell, of the Kimball 
house, is acquainted with the family, 
and says that Beauregard Tye was the 
son of Dr. L. M. Tye, of McDonough, 
and he went west about two years ago, having 
previously studied medicine and been admit- 
ted to practice. 

Mr. John L. Tye and his family are out of 
the city, visiting relatives in McDonough, and 
no further information could be gathered. 

Mr. Josh Tye was seen, but said that he was 
not acquainted with Beauregard Tye, and sup- 
posed that he was a relative of Mr. John Tye, 
asthe latter came from McDonough. The 
telegram reads: 

DENVER, Col., May 29.—Beauregard Tye, of At- 
lanta, Ga., was found dead this morning. It isa 
case of supposed suicide. He was discovered ina 
wine-room this morning after 2 o'clock. _ The bar- 
tender of the place entered the room at that hour 
and found the lifeless form of a young man 
stretched at fulllength upon the floor. One arm 
was carelessly thrown to one side and the face was 
turned tothe wall. It is supposed that he took 
poison. His features showed traces of a struggle. 
The coroner was at once summoned. Letters were 
found on his person, showing that he was an in- 
habitant of Atlanta, Ga.

@eath in the Cromwellian civil wars. 

The petty passions of the hour will perish, 
but the name of Lee will live. 
Lee’s Golden Words. 

About a year after the close of the war 
Genera! Lee wrote to Mrs. Jefferson Davis: 
‘‘T have thought from the time of the cessa- 
tion of hostilities that silence and patience 
on the part of the south was the true course, 
and I think so still.”’ 

Silence and patience! Time has shown 
the wisdom of these words. The true course 
outlined by the south’s great soldier a quar- 
ter of a century ago is still our best policy. 

When the instinct of self-preservation and 
the necessity of self-defense force us to 
speak and act, silence and patience will win 
more for us,and do more to disarm our ene- 
miies than anything else. 

Lee lived up to his words. The swagger- 
gering insolence of some of his foes—the 
efforts of his persecutors to annoy him, and 
the misrepresentations of so-called histo- 
rians failed to move him. He threw his 
head and breast into the new duties that 
came with defeat. Was that serene mind 
ever vexed? Was that great heart ever 
made to bleed? No one knew. Silently the 
vanquished leader labored for his people ;- pa- 
tiently he waited for their vindication and 
the restoration of their rights. 

His friends and foes, and the world, now 
gee magnanimity, wisdom and patriotism in 
this line of conduct. Through silence and 
patience the stricken south marched onward 
and upward, Military districts disappeared, 
and states rose in their place; bayonets gave 
way to ballots; alien usurpers sullenly re- 
tired, and the people rebuilt their waste 
places and organized their own local govern- 
ments. 

Sometimes during the past twenty-five 
years a burning sense of wrong has driven 
impulsive men into reckless speech and ac- 
tion. Being only human and reasonable, 
men forced to the wall will defend them- 
selves. But the eloquence of angels, and 
the deeds of heroes would have been of no 
@vail in the dark and dreary years after Ap- 
pomattox. The south rose, redeemed, re- 
generated and disenthralled, because the 
sublime majesty of her silence and patience 
touched the world’s heart, while the noble 
and indomitable energy of her sons excited 
the admiration of all mankind. 

Peace hath her victories, and the golden 
words of Lee showed us how to win them.

A New use for Cotton Seed Hulls. 

A most wonderful plant is the cotton 
plant. The staple it produces clothes the 
world. Itsseed furnishes an oil which, when 
refined, is sold as pure olive oil, and which 
eniers into various food products. The 
cake which remains when the oil has been 
crushed from the seed is a high-grade fertil- 
izer, as well as a high-grade cattle food, and 
the hulls of the seed are as nutritious a food 
for milch cows as ensilage. : 

Even thisis notall. Recent inventions 
and experiments which have been made and 
carried on by a citizen of Atlanta, have 
demonstrated the fact that the cotton-seed 
hulls, after they have been manipulated by 
the machinery of the mills, will yield from 
twenty-five fo thirty per cent of dry fibre 
which forms the highest grade of paper 
stock. This stock will enter into the best 
grades of linen and ledger paper. It is what 
may be termed the trunk-end of the fibre, 
and is therefore stronger and better for the 
purpose than the staple itself. 

Mr. Walter T. Forbes, the well-known 
inventor of Atlanta, whose decorticating 
processes have already been referred to in 
these columns, is now in Albany, New 
York, where he has been for several days ex- 
perimenting with cotton-seed hulls as paper 
stock. The final experiments were made at 
the paper mills of Mr. W. J. Askell, of Al- 
bany, and they were successful. We have 
before usa specimen of the paper pulp made 
from the cotton-seed fibre, and it seems to 
be all that can be desired. Mr.: Forbes is the 
promoter of this enterprise, and he has made 
inventions, the patents of which are now 
pending, that will accomplish the work of 
producing the paper stock from the cotton- 
seed hulls in its most perfect form. 

But this is only a part of Mr. Forbes’s 
process. When the fibre for the paper stock 
is extracted from the hulls, the residuum 


known products. The ligneous portion of the 
hulls is thoroughly dissolved and held in so- 
lution, and will be the basis fora fertilizer 
in a liquid form. It must have occurred to 
those who have given the subject any thought 
that the ‘‘baby’’ plant would thrive more 
lustily if fed on liquid instead of solid food, 
a system that can be kept up at various stages 
of itsgrowth. Onthe other hand itis ex- 
ceedingly difficult to apply without waste a 
solid fertilizer to a growing crop. It is for 
this reason that the leading farmers of 
Germany and other European countries use 
liquid fertilizers, 

it is a fact well-known to farmers that the 
cotton-seed hulls resist most strongly the 
digesting influences of nature. They remain 
in the sojla long time before they decom- 
pose and before the food they contain can be 
assimilated by the plants. By the Forbes 
process, the fibre left on the hull is taken 
for commercial purposes, while the portion 
furnished by the soil during the growth of 
the plant is returned to the soil in the shape 
of a liquid fertilizer that is instantly available 
as plant food. Growing plants cannot receive 
promptly the proper nourishment from any 
solid fertilizer—a fact that has been learned 
from dear experience by the farmers. By

The tribunal holds that such evidence was per- 
fectly proper as means of estimating the damage 
suffered by the husband.

0 DIPLOMAS GIVEN 


IT MAKES SEVERAL INCREASED 
APPORTIONMENTS. 


The Water Bonds.Go at Par Value—Another 
School-House te Be Built in the Third 


Ward—Some Interesting Figures. ; 


Atlanta gets richer every day. 

What better evidence of this fact could be 
asked than the increased apportionments 
made by the financial committee of the gen- 
eral council yesterday at its meeting? 

The members of the committee met in Mr. 
Hugh T. Inman’s office at 4:30 
p. m., and with a “full at- 
tendance proceeded with the consideration 
of the list of apportionments made. out and 
submitted by Comptroller J. H. Goldsmith. 

After hearing the reading of the. list the 
committee took action upon each of the addi- 
— apportionments with the4ollowing re- 
sults: | 

The committee recommended that the gen- 
eral council previde $10,000 more for the 
appropriation to public schools, 
which warrants the establishment of another 
school building for the year 1890. It will be 
remembered that the board of education at 
the beginning of the year asked for sufficient 
appropriations to erect twoschool buildings, one 
on Wallace street in the fifth ward, and the 
other on Love streetin the third ward. In 
January, . only $25,000 was appro- 
priated for lots and buildings, 
besides the $100,000 for teachers’ salaries, ete. 
With this only the Wallace street school was 
obtained, but with the additional apportion- 
ment recommended yesterday the Love street 
school may be established as well. 

THE STREET APPROPRIATION. 

In addition to the $30,000 apportioned in 
January by the general council for 
street improvements, and $10,000 for 
opening streets, an appropriation of $9,500 was 
added by the finance committee yesterday for 
the opening of more streets. The appropria- 
tion in January was divided in the opening of 
Edgewood avenue and Wheat street, and the 
appropriation made yesterday will go to the 
opening of Loyd street and others that are now 
being contemplated. 

No change was made in the sewer appor- 
tionment, which remains $185,000, as appro- 
priated in January by the general council. 

The finance committee made no change in 
the apportionment for belgian blocks, which 
is $133,200. 

There was no change in the $50,000 appor- 
tionment made last January for sidewalks, etc. 

A “wipe for $10,000 was recommended 
by the committee for laying water pipes 
through the city. The original appropriation 
made last January by the council was $37,000 
for current expenses, and $5,000 for the layin 
of pipes. The increased appropriation wil 
give $15,000 for the laying of water pipes in 
Atlanta for the year ’90. 

The remainder of the original apportion- 
ments was left unchanged. 

THE WATER BONDS Go. 

The finance committee recommends that the 
general council accept a bid made by the Capi- 
tal City bank, and ®he American Trust and 
Banking company, for the entire issue of four 
sy cent water bonds at par, amounting to 

250,000. 

There was another bid before the com- 
mittee for about $100,000 of these bonds at 
par, but the committee accepted the bid for 
the entire issue, believing it to be the wiser 
plan to lump the bonds in one sale. 

WHAT THE INCREASES MEAN. 

The additions made in the school and water 
departments, and = for the’ opening 
of additional streets, mean a great 
deal for Atlanta’s growth.

Pledger is the recognized leader of the 
negroes in Georgia and this City, and by simply 
raising his Gnget, he can start ont toni t a dozen 
black ineendiaries with torches in nd. His 
shes show that there is malice and hatred in 

ro’s heart against the peopie of Athens, and he 
ony wants an opportunity to lay our beautiful 
prosperous city in ashes. 

Thatit is in Bill Pledger’s power to do this, any 
one acquainted with his power and influence 
over the blacks, well knows. Now, we ask 
our people, do you intend to stand idly 
by and hear such vile threats sound in your ve 
ears and take no steps to prevent the evil? We 
are opposed to mob violence, but there is a way to 
settle this matter wri forever remove this fire- 
brand from our midst, Let a eommittee of repre- 
sentative citizens take upon themselves to inves- 
tigate this threat, and then if they find that it is 
true wait on Pledger in person and without dis-

The Guide of the Famous Stonewall Jackson 
Passes Away.

MR GRAMLING BURIED,|, 


A LARGE CONCOURSE OF FRIENDS 
FOLLOW HIS REMAINS. 


| ‘rhe Impressive Ceremonies at Trinity—The 
Odd Fellows and Masons Escort the 
Body to Its Last Resting Piace. 


Mr. John Gramling was buried yesterday. 

And the grave closed over one of the best 
beloved of the citizens of Atlanta.

Nineteen carriages, containing relatives and 
friends of Mr. Gramling, folloWed the hearse, 
which moved down Peachtree to Broad, and 
thence to the church, which was packed with 
friends who had come to pay their last respects 
to the worth of the deceased. « 

The service was opened by a song by the 
choir, and then Rev. Dr. E. H. Barnett fol- 
lowed with a selection from the seriptures, the 
fourteenth chapter of the gospel of St. John, 
beginning with the beautiful words:

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange, 

NEW YORK, May 29.—The stock market today 
was active and feverish with a strong tone in the 
forenoon which gave way to decided weakness in 
the afternoon, though the rally toward the close, 
brought most of the list up to within a small 
fraction of last evening’s final figures. Trusts 
were again a demoralizing influence in the mar- 
kets. the bears using declinesin those stocks to 
Rammer down the list and in some instances with 
marked success. Gregon ‘Trans-contenental, 
Northern Pacific, Missouri Pacific, Reading, Laca- 
wannaand New England all yielded steadily to 
rapid selling. Missouri Pacific was one 
of the weakest stocks and there was 
evidence of a disposition on the part of insiders 
to let prices off, a fact which led to the impression 
that its controllers were not opposed to the de- 
cline. Vanderbdilts, Wheeling and St. Paul were 
the strongest stocks of the day, the declines in 
them being sima!i in comparison to most of the 
list: Weakness was feltin the list this morning, 
and Londoners were on hand with large buying 
orders in their specialties, which opened the list 
from 1% to 7%, per cent higher than last evening’s 
figures, but the buoyancy in the railroad list was 
met by renewed demoralization in trusts, and 
Chicago Gas in particular. ‘The last 
named stock made a quick drop 
of 63%, per cent to 49%, but news 
that the appointment of Drover had been put off 
for the week, and that the trust would fight the 
appointment in higher courts, caused a rally, 
which, however, was not fully maintained. To 
this influence was added further liquidation in 
sugar refineries, and while that stock was stronger 
at the opening than Chicago Gas, it failed to rally, 
and reached materially lower figures than before. 
Buying in tlie general list was checked, and the 
bears turned their attention to the regular list, 
meeting with some aid, it is believed, from bull 
leaders, who were desirous of shaking 
out some of the numerous following. 
The pressure was most severe upon 
Villard stocks and Oregon Trans-continental led 
the drop with a decline from 494 to 45, with 
Northern Pacific following. Missouri Pacific, New 
England, Rock Island, Lackawanna, St. Paul, 
Reading and Richmond and West Point made 
marked declines, and weak holders were shaken 
out all over the line, the existence of numerous 
stop orders aiding the decline when it was once 
etarted. A number of unsettling rumors were set 
afloat to aidin the decline. Money also became 
@earer, and rates on call were run up to ten per 
cent, which helped the liquidation. The general 
belief that stocks were passing into the hands of 
strong men, however, soon induced a sharp rally, 
and everything made material progres toward 
higher figures in the: remainder of the afternoon, 
while business done was large throughout. The
